number of digits as the recognized call service code,

start with recognized call service code. 

3. (Currently amended) The call error prevention method of claim 1 , 
further comprising th o stop of transmitting the call number to a communication 
network for placing the call if the inptrt cajl number contains the same number of 
digits as a recognized call service code,

further comprising th e st e p of r e inputting receiving again the call number to 
correct a call error.
